The lord Chancellor Elrlon, the Duke 
of VVellingtoD, Lord Sidinouth, Lord Ba¬ 
thurst, Lord Westmoreland, Lord Bexley, 
Mr. Peel. 

Lord Lowther, son of Lord Londale, 
also resigned as one of the Lords of the 
Treasury. 

Haute of Commons, 5 o*clock, 12tb 
April.—Mr. Wynn, president of the India 
Board, moved that a writ nf election i sue 
to the borough of Newport, to elect a 
member in the room of the Hon. George 
Canning, who had accepted the place of 
first Lord of the Treasury.—[Great cheer¬ 
ing from all parts of the House.] Mr. 
Wynn then moved an adjournment to the 
Ist May, in order to afford time to Mr, 
Canning to frsme his new cabinet. Mr. 
Tierney objected saying ibat time enough 
had been taken to forma new cabinet, and 
it was understood that seven of the old 
members had run ateay and nobody knew 
when they would return, it was ooi worth 
while to wait. The adjournment, however, 
was carried. 

It was impossible for us, at this distance 
lo conjecture who will be Mr. Canning’s 
associates. The Times of April 11 says 
—that he, Mr. Canoiog, having refused to 
accept the station of Premier unless with 
unrestrained authority to form a Cabinet 
had carried bis point, and was perfectly 
free. 

Lord Granville the British ambassador 
at Paris, is mentioned for the foreign Sec 
retary, and Mr. Scarlett as the successor ot 
the Lord Chancellor.

Hospital by the Corporate authorities of the 
city, will, we trust, eflifCtuany silence the re¬ 
ports which have been In circulation, in some 
parts of the state, to the disadvantage of this 
institution. 

Baltimore, May 3, 1827. 

To the Mayor and City Council of Baltimore. 
SIR—In conformity to the duty conhded to 
us, as visiters of the Hospital, we beg leave to 
report, that we have lately inspected that es¬ 
tablishment, and take pleasure in S'ating, that 
we found it in a condition very d'Herent from 
that, which enm-non rumot had ascribed to it. 

In that department of the institution appro¬ 
priated fur the reception of lunatics, those 
confined in the cells, are aa comfortably situa¬ 
ted as their unfortunate condition will allow. 
Those of them, who are in the worst stages 
of mania are under such restraints as etl'eciual- 
ly prevent them from doing any injury, cither 
to ihennselves or others; A the medical treat¬ 
ment they experience, we have reason to be¬ 
lieve. is such as will be approved by those 
who sre the most competent to decide on its 
correctness. Such of the patients as labor 
under this disease in a milder form, are at lib¬ 
erty to exercise themselves within the limits 
of the establishment. 

In the Marine department, nothing appear¬ 
ed to be wanting for the comfort of those for 
uliom it is appropriated; nor was any dissatis¬ 
faction expressed to us by any who are placed 
there. The general cleanliness of the whole 
establishment; the internal regulations pre 
scribed for its government; the watchfulness 
and care that appeared to be exercised by 
those who have the immediate control of the 
whole, convince us, that there is no ground 
for dissatisfaction. It is not to be expected, 
that the patients of a hospital can excite in 
the breasts of those who have the care of them 
the anxious solicitude, the deep felt interest, 
the kind feelings, which relationship or friend¬ 
ship bestows when diseise solicits its aid un¬ 
der the domestic roof; but there is a care, 
and an attention, and a feeling which humani¬ 
ty and interest require, when others than 
friends are made their guardians; and we are 
persuaded, that in our Hospital, a want of 
these, forms no just ground of complaint.

of our country

, CLBMBN'P^RIGRT. 


The Spaniards, in common with emi¬ 
grants of other nations, have introduced 
into iheir colonies the habits and manners 
of the mother country. Their atiaohment 
to bull-fighling has been proverbial for 
many years. In Cuba Ihe t'reoles have 
added a great hive of cocir-figbling. I hare 
seen a dtizen gentlemen on hoaril o SiiHni*h 
Fleam boat, each accompanied wiih a game 
conk, and a servant to attend liiw. The 
bull-fight is, however, con^iilered the most 
iDagnificent display, both from the number 
of pers'inages who at/iend, the akill of the 
combatants, and Ihe power of their Ftipioy. 

Within eight rods of the walls of the 
Havana, and near (he most southern of Ihe 
five gates, is erected a large wooden amphi¬ 
theatre, with two rows of boxes, one above ’ 
the other, on the ordinary plan of a circus, 
excepting that it ia much larger, and has 
no pit. It is called Plaza de Toris —lit¬ 
erally, ‘‘bull place.” Here, every four 
days, the inhabitaots of tbe Havana have 
an opportunitv of witnessing the sport of 
Spaniards. Foreigners who visit either 
Spain or her colonie.s, usually go. from 
curiosity or other motives, once; and this 
Is quite enough. I attended one- 

Notice had been given by the superin- 
lendeot, that, ever anxious to greiify the 
liberal and enlightened public of Havana, 
on pains had been spared lo train Hie bulls 
properly, to make them fierce, aod lo ren¬ 
der the exhibition highly superinr. It com¬ 
menced at 4 0 clock P. M. The price of 
entrance was half a dollar on Ihe shady 
'iile, and twenty-five cents where Ihe apec 
latora were exposed to the sun; twenty- 
five cents additional where a special seat 
was furnished. 

Ai the time we entered, the mass of the 
people had assembled; and it being a few 
minuies pa-d Ihe hour, (he slinuis of ihe 
mob were loud for the appearance of Hie 
bull. There were, as far as we could judge, 
about 5000 persons present. A few rrtin- 
uies more elapsed, and Ihe cries of Ihe spec- 
t.ators for a bull, again rent the air. On 
one side of ihe arena a gate was thrown 
open, and two men on horseback entered*, 
one clolhed in black, and Ihe other in green 
silk. They wore also mrlitary caps, and 
were armed with long smooth poles, (picas) 
at the end of which was a amall pike, about 
an inch in length. They were decorated 
with a great variety of ribbons of different 
colors, tied in bows at their Fhuulder*, 
koeea, breasts and arins. They >*ore aloiit, 
heavy, leathern boots, which reached nearly 
to their thighs. The horseF anri accoutre¬ 
ments were also adorned with ribbons. 
Haoilkercbief- were passed round llieir 
beads, between Iheir forelock and Ihe eyes, 
in order lo blind them io Ihe come'-t. The 
riders wore long sharp spurs. These were 
called picndores. Next appeared four 
others, on foot, clolhed in yellow, scarlet, 
black and green satin, wiib similar deco- 
rations of ribboos, but without caps. Their 
hail was fastened in a queue behind, and 
they wore no boots, but breeches, with 
white silk stockings, and Ihe lightest pumps. 
Each in his hand bore a piece of silk, about 
half a yard wide, and two yards long, of ihe 
aame co'or as his dress. The mob hailed 
their appearance with an aililiiiurinl shout; 
Hiid the Sound of the trumpet was tbe sigtial 
for the coming ol the bull. On Ihe opposilc 
side from where tbe horses had entered, a 
gate was thrown open, and a man stood 
over the (op of it with two barbed arrows, 
(called Aanjert/Zas.) which displayed a va¬ 
riety of paper decorations. The animal 
appeared at the gale; the man plunged Ihe 
banderillaa into his neck; and alt the paper 
decorationa in a moment exploded. The 
bull with a sudden bound, and apparently 
with bis back all on fire, leaped In ilie cen¬ 
tre of the circle. Pained by the arrows in 
bis neck, he stopped in a moment, gnuffed 
ihe air, gazed ai the apectaiors, and shook 
hia bead in defiance. The roaiadnrcs ap¬ 
peared before him, and threw iheir robes. 
He caught Ibe colors they displayed, flew 
at (hem with Hie rapidity of ligiilening, and 
they left Ihe ring in a moment, through 
tmall apertures situated about eight feel 
apart, around Hie circle. He then turned 
at borae and rider. The pike wag iliruat 
into his neck by the horseiDgii, the spurs 
applied, and for a moment, by the ating, ihe 
aileniion of Ihe bull was diverted. Tbe 
matadorea appeared at aeveral pointa again, 
and the scene was repeated; they coming 
aod disappearing with (he tame rapidity aa 
before. 'I'he shouts of the crowd continu¬ 
ed as either party was successful; gad the 
ladies waved then handkeychiefa to encour¬ 
age tbe men td do valiantly. At length 
tbe trumpet sounded a signal for the death 
of the bull, and one ol the matadorea step¬ 
ped in front of him, with a sword of three 
and a half feet in length, and waved hia 
scarlet silk garment aa a challenge. The 
bull, however, was so much exhausted, that 
he declined the combat; and the matadore 
made a signal to Ihe governor of the fight 
with bis aword. This was anawered by 
another flourish of the trumpet; nod t^e 
gate through which the bull had entered 
'was opened. Two ameil bulle, whiclf ere.

The gate was Ihmwn open aa before, the 
arrows weic plunged into tbe neck ol the 
animal, ihe explosion followed! Si be passed 
roooil Ihe circle in a moment. Near the 
centre of a ring was a post, to which a mon¬ 
key was lied. The bull flew at the oton* . 
key, and the latter jumped upon the top of 
the post, and being just out of Iherearh of 
his horns, put nut his paws and played with 
him, making wry faces, to the great Bmu«e- 
ment of Ihe spectators. The second bull 
had the appearance of more strength and 
courage lhan Hie first, and his movements 
at the onset caused an additional peal from 
Ihe mulHIude. Exasperated, like ihe first, 
by the banderillas in hia neck, he shook bis 
head with such violence that they flew lo a 
considerable (li«iance in the air, and Ihe 
blood flowed piofu^ely from the wounds. 

As if relieved from tbe pain, and conscious 
that he was once more free, he aoddenly 
whirled, and came to the centre of the i ing. 
Here he paused a mnnient, shook his 
head at ihe spectators, and disregarded (lie 
combatants, who were throwing their colur- 
eil garments to provoke him to fight. At 
length, the scarlet dress of llie matadore 
passed before him. He pluoged at Hie roan, 
and not at (he garment. The matador 
narrowly evcappil through the aperture aod 
Hie bull dashed his head and hnrna against 
Hie post where be had disappeared, with 
Hie greatest violence and rage. Bui, as if 
still more infuri8l.id to find (he vic'itb had 
escaped, he turned (nivards Ihe hnrspmen; 
the latter oppu'.nd him with his pike, wbicb 
he plunged into his neck, but the animal 
was ton much exa«peraleil to be diverted ny 
this, lie threw up his heatl, knnrked away 
the apesr, dashed at the horse, plunged his 
horns into him up to the head, and to«8ed 
him and the rider over his back. Down 
came horse and horseman—tbe latter under 
the former. The horse making one effort, 
sprung upon his feet, and Hie man wa« able 
hastily to crawl out of one nf ihe apertures. 
The matadorea diverted the attention of 
the hull to Ihe other i-ide. Tbe dying horse 
was forced through the gate where be had 
enicred—the man was not aeiinualy inju¬ 
red. The applause of the multiiude for 
this act of the bull was still louder than 
the former, mingled at Ihe same lime wiih 
1 biisesat the drivei fur his overthrow. The 
dcolh-nole of ihs bull ivaa no.w sounded, 
and Ihe matador stepped io front of him. 
The bull flew at him, and (he aword wai 
flo dexterously directed, that it enieied 
nearly to ihe hilt, and passed through the 
henri uf the animal. He gave one violent 
shake of Ibe bead, threw the »word from 
bis body, caught the robe of ihe matador on 
his horns, shook ii in the air io triumph. Sc 
coming lo the centre of Ihe ring, inatanta- 
neoosly dropped down dead. Another gate 
was now thrown open, and three liurses 
anti three negroes entered at full speed. A 
rope was io an instant faatenetl loiind Hie 
horns nf ihe animal, and in the *pane of a 
minute he was diawn from Ihe plaza. An¬ 
other horse was procured in Hie place of 
the one killed, and another bull entered 
the ring; afler fighting bravely, be was 
killed, and dispO'-ed of in Ihe same manner. 

Tbe fourth bull now a|)peared He was 
remarkably lean, and apparently wi-ak. 
The picador attempted to plunge the b od- 
erillas in hia neck, but he give a iiiditen 
leap, and reached the circle unhurt. 'I hero 
he stood ready for contest, when one nf the 
piradores, as if not satisned that he had es¬ 
caped ihe banderillas at Ihe gate, rao, and 
dexterously plunged Ihem iri'o his neck. 
The bull attempied lo receive him, but his 
horn caught by only a pari of ibe dre-a of 
the picailor; Ibe cries uf ihe multitude agsia 
rent the air. Thia experiment wssaeveial 
times successfully repeaietl. Tlie fifth bull 
entered, and after pawing where the blood 
nf Ihe previous ones had flown, and making 
the noise of lamentation, wbicb iaaiinct 
prompts, utterly refused to be provoked to 
fight. Criea of “coward, turn him out, 
(urn him nut,” followed, and he was with¬ 
drawn. The other bulla which entered, 
acted Ihe same scene over, and a descrip¬ 
tion of coarse is upm eevnaty. There were, 
I think, seven killed and (wo withdrawn; 
nine in all. 

With respect to Ihe classea of people who 
attended here, it mar be remarked, that, at 
(be head, stands the LUutenant Governor 
of the Island.
